| including the gulfcoast, lone star 
and black-legged ticks. He adds 
| that complete coverage is essential 
| for effective control. 

Lindane and toxaphene are ef- 
fective also against hornflies. These 
blood -suckers breed in fresh ma- 
nure and are found primarily on 
withers and backs of cattle. They 
are more numerous on dark-colored 
and sick animals. 

Another pest of cattle is, the 
mite. Mites burrow in the skin and 
can cause severe irritation. For 
control, Gorgdon recommends lin- 
dane at the rate of two pounds of 
25 percent wettable powder per 
100 gallons of water. Thorough 
wetting of the animal is esesntial. 
Repeat applications may be neces- 
sary. The entomologist warns 
against application of this concen- 


tration to calves under six months 
vf,age. Residue controls do not al- 
low application of this concentra- 
tion within 30 days of slaughter.’ 
No effective control measure AS 
known for horseflies, deerflies, and 
stableflies. Pyrethrins plus syner- 
gist sprays applied frequently to 
animals as a repellent may give 


ate quite expensive. Brogdon says 
organic thiocyanates (lethdane or 
thanite) sprays may be of some 
value, but have to be used fre- 
quently. 

Some measure of stable or dogfly 
control may be obtained by spray- 
ing buildings ond other structures 
with 40 pounds of 50 percent DDT 
chlordane or toxaphene per 100 
This matreial 
should not be sprayed on animals, 
feed or watering troughs, or uten- 
sils. 

Grubs appear in the backs of cat- 
tie in November, December’ and 
January, but the flies lay eggs dur- 
ing February, March and April, 


For control, Brogdon recommends 
7% pounds of derris.or cube powd- 
er cofitaining 5 percent rotenone 
per gallons of water. He says this 
may be added to other sprays. 
Treat animals when grubs fifst ap- 
pear--and retreat at 30-day inter- 
vals.
